CIommiBsioiier Blount Has a Snspicion 
That D. 8. Ofiicials Caused 
the Tronbles. 



Why the Treaty AYas Withdrawn— 
Views of a Recently Betnrued 
Traveller. 



San F1U.NCISC0, March 15. — Tho steamer 
Auatralia Bailed aborlly before 3 o'olock 
thia afternoon for Honolulu. She carried a 
large number of pagaengcra and an unusual- 
ly heavy mail. Tho Huwaiians will receive 
news of the withdrawal of tho treaty of 
annexation by tho Auatralia. Tho revenue 
cutter Richard Bush is still lying in tho 
stream awaiting orders. It in the general 
bolief that she will carry the Government 
invoatigntion con]mi.ssion to Honolulu. 

Wasiiiniito-N, iMureb 15. — Tliere is a sug- 
gestion tills afternoon tliat Mr. Blount may 
go to Hawaii alone. Mr. lilount liaa occu- 
pied a conservative position on the 
subject of tho aiine.\ vtioii of Hawaii ever 
aiuee it was hroachcci by tho Commiasion 
from the Isluuda last winter. He is credit- 
ed with having u suspieipa tliat the United 
States (illiciala might h-.ive encouraged the 
rovolutiun and thereby put thernaelves in a 
poeition to bi: acciiacd of having a piUt in 
the establi»lunent of tho Goveinment with 
wliicli they were now asked to treat. Mr. 
Blount, it is further aaid, will investigate 
the qucationa of the overthrow of Liliuokal- 
ani'a Government ; how it waa aocom- 
pliahed ; whether or not the Provisional 
Government really repreBeuts the popular 
sentiment of the Islands, and whether or 
not tho annexation of the Islauds ia desir- 
able as a business matter. 

It ia said that the administration have re- 
ceived information, which was deemed to bo 
reliable, that the overthrow of the Queen 
and the establiabment of a Provisional Gov- 
ernment were the results of a plan formu- 
lated by the suear-prodnoing tntereats of 
the islands, whieb was farthered In San 
FranoiB<»>. Upon receiving this information, 
the withdrawal of the treaty and the ap- 
pointment of a oommisaion to in- 
vestigate the situation were deter- 
mined on. All the (tatementa on the 
Hawaiian subjeot are more or leas specula- 
tive, and aeem to originate in great part 
with Hawuiiana in thia city opposed to tho 
present Provisional Government. Whether 
or not tho information they givo out is 
authentic, cannot be aaaertaincd by inquiry 
of the State Department officials, who abso- 
lutely decline to say anything on tho sub- 
jeot, maintaining a sphinx-like reticence on 
every point. Tho fact, however, appearato 
bo definitely settled that Mr. Blount his 
started for San IVancisco, and that he has 
been accompanied by Mr. liilia Mills, a con- 
fidential stenographer of tho State depart- 
ment. 

])knvkr, Col., March 15. — A Grand Junc- 
tion, Col., special to the Republic says : 
George Arthur Rice, one of tho best known 
financiers in the State and President of sev- 
eral b.inks, arrived in this city to-day direct 
from Honolulu. Regarding the situation on 
tho Islands at presents ho says : " I am un- 
alterably opposed to annexation. I believe 
that O.") per cent, of tho people — and I in- 
clude the foreign population — are in favor 
of the maintenance of the old monarehial 
ayatem. The opposition to the reinstate- 
ment of the Queen comes from those 
interested in pauper labor upon 
the sugar plantations. On account 
of my intimate acquaintance with tho 
Prime Minister of Queen Liliuokalani I was 
permitted an insight into tho internal >^fTaira 
of the kingdom auoh aa waa enjoyed by no 
other foreigner. I was given an audience 
with the Queen. She said at the interview 
that she had abundant confidence in the 
(iovernmcnt at Washington to do her jua- 
ticc, and Bpoko aeveral times of her desire 
to cede to tho United States Pearl Harbor 
for a coaling station." Mr. Rice predicts 
that a protectorate will eventually bo 
eatabliahed.

Ottawa, March 15.— In Iho House, this 
afternoon, Hon. Mr. Foster tabled papers 
in connection with the contract for the teat 
boring for tho P. E. I. tunnel, completely 
exonerating Senator Howlan from the 
charge of having participated with the con- 
tractors in the profit of the work. 

Mr. Weldou's bill to disfranchise voters 
for taking bribea was talked out in com- 
mittee to-nicht, and is therefore not likely 
to go thrfiugu this seaaion. 

A reaolution favoring native nickel for 
tho aubsidiary coinage was passed. 

To-morrow Hon. Mr. Ives resumes the 
debate on Mr. McCarthy's tariff amend- 
ment.

Thn liailway committee of tho House of 
Commons to-day passed the bill to incor- 
porate tho Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
company, and tho title waa changed to the 
Atlantic and Lako Superior Railway com- 
pany.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

One of the Lleht Brigade Dead— Colonist 
ExcursloD to the Northwest— She Married 
Beneath Her Station. 

TOEONTO, March 15.— (Special)— The third 
colonist exouraion of the aeaaon to the North- 
wcatleftlaatnight. There were three trains of 

forty cars, containing houaehold goods and 
effects, atock, etc., in addition to two paa- 
cenger traina, Tho number of settlers going 
West was over 300j the majority of whom 
intended aettlbg around Calgary and in the 
Edmonton diatriot. 

Edward Beetham, late of the 17th Lan- 
cera and believed to be the only aurvivor in 
the Dominion of the celebrated charge of 
the Light Brigade, is dead. 

Mrs. Martin, who was auppoaed to have 
died of starvation, died of heart failure, re- 
sulting from the excessive use of liquor and 
neglect of food. She waa the daughter of a 
wealthy London (England) merchant, who 
had cast her off for marrying beneath her 
station. 



STILL THE SCANDAL. 



The Case Argmed-Telling Address of 
the Advocate-General— De Les- 
seiJS Scored. 



Vicious Methods Adopted by the Canal 
Company to Stave off the 
Crash. 



Paris, March 15.— There was but a small 
attendance to-day at the tarial of Charles de 
Lesseps and his fellow-defendants in the 
Assizo court. Counsol resumed their ad 
drcBscs. 

M. Lagaaso contended that tho Govern 
inent had shrunk from proceeding against 
all tho oiloodors concerned in the case, and 
ho argued vehemently that the scandal 
would be revealed. 

M. Rouaaelo spoke in a Rimilar tone. 

The Advocate-General deliverodancarnest 
addreas in behalf of the prosecution and en 
ergetically defended thecourseof theauthori 
ties. Ho maintained that tho Government 
had done the beat pos.siblo to bring every 
thing to light and lie denounced Charles do 
Leasops as having naed artifices to throw 
dust in tlie eyes of the jury in a similar 
manner to hia use of artifice to obtain sub- 
acriptiona so tho Panama Lottery bonds. 
Tho Advocate contended that the evidence 
confirmed tlie guilt of the dofendania. He 
made a somewhat extended reference to 
M. M. do Freycinet, Flouquet and Clemen- 
eeau and their alleged connection with the 
scandal, defending tho courao they had 
pursued and justifying the advice they 
gave to Charlea do Leaaeps to comply with 
tho demands made upon him rather than 
become involved in a lawsuit with Baron de 
Reinach. Ho maintained that tho charge 
iniide by Charles de Lesaepa that M. Flo- 
quet had demanded money from him was un- 
true. Tho younger De Leaaeps stood before 
the jury and before the country as a finan- 
cier of evil omen, who had drained the sav- 
ings of thousands of French citizens. Re- 
verting to tho defendant Baihutt tho Advo- 
cate General said that since ho had avowed 
his guilt in open court, the jury must judge 
of bis actions ao aa to avenge bis conduct. 
The Advocate General ridlcaled the protect 
made by Charles de Leaaeps that he had 
yielded to force. The metaphor about foot- 
pads uaod by M. de Leasepa in one of hia 
statements to the Court had been coined 
solely for tho purpose of impressing weak 
intelleo'^a. Tho speaker then turned his 
attention to Fontaine and Blondin, both of 
whom ho condemned in strong torma. He 
then declared that the explanation 
made by Sana Leroy that ho had 
reinveated 200,000 franca of his wife's 
dowry at juat the time he was accused of 
having accepted that sum from tho Canal 
company for changing hia vote on tho 
Panama Lottery ]5nndd bill, would not hold 
water. He demanded that tho defendants, 
Deputy Duque de la Fauconniere and ex- 
Deputy Gobron, should have tho same pun- 
ishment meted out to them aa would bo im- 
posed upon Charlea do Leaaeps. 

M. Gobron hero arose and declared that 
proofs of his statement and of his innocence 
would be found in the documents that had 
been placed under seal. 

The Advocate-General replied that every- 
thing M. Gobron could bring forward would 
be duly considered. Ho then reviewed the 
testimony of M. Prouat, whoso first denials 
of the charges against him had been equiva- 
lent to a confession of guilt. M. Proust, 
he said,like Gobron and Duc^uo de la Faucon- 
niere, had yielded to the vicious methods 
which the Panama Company when driven 
to a corner had used without hesitation to 
avoid the otherwise inevitable crash. After 
soundly denouncing Charlea de Lesseps aa a 
man who had " besieged -with bribea and 
promises the consoiencea of publio men," 
the Advocate-General closed hia address 
with a graphic description of the poverty, 
misery and general ruin which tho Panama 
directors had brought by "their dishonesty 
to thouaanda of homes throughout Franco. 

The court waa then adjourned. 



CANADIAN NEWS. 



AGAINST HOME RULE. 

The Campaign Opeueil With au Immense 
Muss .Meeting lu London— The Klrst 
of Thirty Semoustratloua, 

London, March 15. — The national allied 

Tory and Unionist movement to encompsas 
the defeat of Mr. Gladatono's Homo Rule 
bill waa begun to-day with an immense mans 
meeting and conforenco in Albert Hall, 
delegates being present from tho leading 
towns of tho north and wnat of England. 
Lord Salisbury and the Duke of Devon- 
shire represented tho Houao of Lords, and 
Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour and Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain the House of Ciommons. Tho 
Urangemen turned out in force. A maaa of 
atatiaties relating to crime and agrarian 
outrages, which have been colleoted by 
Tory agents during a three weeks' tour in 
Ireland, wero submitted to tho conferonco. 
This ia tho first gathering of thirty demon- 
atrationa to be held in different purta of tho 
country between now and April 30.

An Kiuloavnr to Conaolldato All thn Iron and 
Htcel mils of the Doinlulou. 

MoNTjLHAL, March 15.— (Special.)— A syn- 
dicato of Boston men, whose names have not 
been made publio, have obtained an option 
on tho St. John, N. B., rolling mills, and 
an agent for the ayndioato ia now in Jilon- 
troal, endeovoring to bring in the four big 
manufacturing firma of Pock, Benny ft Co. , 
Pillow, Horsey & Co., the Montreal Rolling 
Mills and Abbott & Son. All the iron and 
steel industries are to be seoared if possible 
and optiona have been obtained on the new 
Qlaagow and other Nova Sootla iteel plants. 



SERIOUS FRICTION. 

Trouble Not Unlikely Between tho French 
Government and tho Pope Over 
the African Primacy. 

Ro.ME, March 15. — Serioua friction is 
threatened between thia nation and France 
in regard to the appointment of a Primate 
in Africa to succeed the late Cardinal 
Lavigerio. Tho Pope demands that France 
shall provide tho Primate with a fixed 
allowance for hia maintenance, and to thia 
the Freneli (Joverninent objects. The Pope, 
therefore, holds that if the Primate ia to 
look to the Church for support, the Church 
should not submit to dictation or intcr- 
ferenco as to the appointment, and tho Pope 
has intimated that he may nominate an 
Italian for tho oliicc.

The Preaidcnt said, of course, that political' 
reasons can not be entirely ignored in the 
selection of consuls, but particular stress 
will be laid upon the business abilitlea of 
the men whose names are presented to 
him.

San Francisco, March 15. — The direotora-. 
of the Calforuia Athletic club, failing to 
bring the shareholders to time, have aa- 
aigned affairs to ona of tho club's creditors 
to arrange a settlement. A list of atook- 
holdera haa boon furnished tho creditors. 
The aflseaament ol §10 recently levied on the 
stock, to be applied as payment on the 
same, has been rescinded and another 
aaaeaament of the same amount has beenn 
levied to apply to the liquidation of the in- ■ 
debtedneas. Thia practically ends the < 
club's existence. This once famous organiz- 
ation is now dead, and there does nob seem 
much chance of its being revived. 

The Bcbool Question. 

NewY'ork, Mar. 15. — A special from Mon- 
treal to the Evening Post says tho separate- 
school question still occupies tho attention 
of the French Canadian people of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec. Tiie I.,iberal organs are 
bitter in their denunciations of the action 
of tho G overnnient' and its supporters in 
the debate just concluded in tho House of 
Con,mons.

Nanaisio, March 15.— A large number of 
requisition papers aro being circulated 
throughout tho Vancouver Island District 
for the signature of voters, requesting 
Mayor Haalam to allow himself to be nomi- 
nated for the vacancy in the Dominion 
Hoaae. 

The remarks of Superintendent of Pro- 
vinoial Police F. S. Hussey, in the annual 
report, regarding tho necessity of new jail 
baildings for this city have boen favorably 
received here and a general wish is ex- 
pressed that the Government will do some- 
thing towards replacing the present dilapi- 
dated building with an edifice more suita- 
ble to the size and importance of this city. 

Tho secretary of the local branch of tho 
Seamen's Union complains that Nanaimo 
jail ia being used as a aailora' boarding 
house, and that tho police are doing quite a 
business in shipping "scabs" at non-union 
wages. 

Tho first brick house to bo built in 
Nauaimo is to bo commenced shortly. It 
will occupy a commanding position upon 
Milton street, overlooking tho harbor, and 
will bo built and owned by Mr. Joseph 
Booth. 

The seamen of tho Bawnmoro, who since 
their experionoo of being kidnapped have 
been under police protection in tho Provin- 
cial jail, were to day put on board their 
steamer, which is now loading at tho 
Esplanade wharf.

The ground taken by some of the 
opponents is that the better part of Com- 
mercial street has been - nnaiermined and 
that it would be impoisible to ereot brick 
and stone blooks with safety. 

The city is negotiating with Mr. B. Oih- 
son for the purchase of the portion . of his 
lot now occupied by the Commercial street 
sidewalk. Mr. Gibson at one time said be 
would take §500, but he is now of the 
opinion that that amount will not ade- 
quately recompense him for parting with 
such a valuable frontage. Should the city 
succeed in their deal with Mr. Gibson it 
will bo necessary next to purchase a portion 
of tho adjoining Sabiaton-Wilcox property.

LANdLKY, B.C., March 12. — Sinoo the 
thaw sot in, and up till two days ago, wo 
have had fine genial weather in the daytime 
but rather hard frost during tho night.

Tho result of 
tho frost and cold ia that vegetation is in a 
very backward state, iu fact more ao than 
h(ia been known for many years at the cor- 
responding time.

Tho boating facilities to ' and from this 
are moat ample, but the- very bad state of 
the roads during rainy weather, and espe- 
cially at present, when -the frost is coming 
out of the ground, renders teaming a very 
laborious and expensive item . in farming 



expenses. Much improving requires to be 
done on the roads, and it is hoped the pres- 
ent energetic council will do great things 
towards having these improvements carried 
out. /' • 

The reading roomi, which was opened in 
the fall, was closed during the cold weather, 
but is now open every evening, and is 
largely patronized by. the young men in the 
town. Through the kindness of the Counoil 
the reading room committeo aro allowed 
the use of one of the rooma of tho Town 
Hall, audit answers the purposes of n rend- 
ing room admirably, being comfortable and 
commodious.

Ho and Mr. Hughes took a look at 
tho aleigh road from the foot of the tram- 
way to Tlireo Forks to determine whether 
or not oro could be again shipped to advan- 
tage. Tliey concluded, it is said, that the 
expense of putting tho road in proper con- 
dition would be too great, and that oro ship- 
ments could only iio resumed when tho 
ground is bare. 

Tho owners of tho Bonanza King and

Charlie Kent has completed the first 100 
feet of tunnel on the Chambers mine, Slocan 
district, and it is not improbable but what 
he will proceed to drive the additional 200 
feet after 3, M. Burke inspects the work 
already done. Mr. Burke has the claim 
bonded. 

J. C. Hooker, Sam Scott and others left 
Pilot Bay last week to begin development 
work on tho claims they recently stikod on 
Crawford creek. Tlie mineral is a milk 
quartz, carrying gold, silver and copper. 
T'ho lodge ia a large one, being over sixty 
feet in width. Cupt. Ilayward ia tho lucky 
owner of a claim near thia group, which ia a 
high grade gold proposition. 

The Hennessey boya and Jack McGuigan, 
of the " l><oble Five " crowd, returned to 
Kaslo last week from a month's vitfit to 
Spokane and other outsido pointa.

LOOKING TO aoriBRNMSNTS. 

:Greal; depuiidence is in these days placed 
upon Governments, Many people believe 
•that Governments are all-powerful. They 
imagine that thoy have some mysterious in- 
,'fluence over the world of commerce, and 
can, M they decree, make times bad or 
good. We often see Gavornments credited 
with the prosperity of a country and we 
more freqaently hear them blamed when 
.people fool the pressure of hard times. But 
if the whole trath was known it would be 
'found that it is a mistake either to com- 
■mend Governraonte for the prosperity that 
■aoantries enjoy or to condemn them when 
<deprB88ion makes its appearance. 

The people of Germany are juat now 
Lgreatly diaoontentcd. Tho inhabitiints, par- 
ticularly those of tho rural distrlcta, are 
not doing well. They find that tho times 
are hard and they have taken it into their 
'heads that the Government is to blame for 
the inconveniences they feel and the hard- 
ships thoy Buffer, They have in their dis- 
coiitcut made a complete right-about-face 
movement in politics. While times wore 
favorable and they managed to get 
aloni; in tho good old way without un - 
usual privations and .difScultios the 
■Oeman farmer and agriDaltural la- 
iborer were good Conservatives. They 
were ardently loyal and alwayi ready to 
give their support to the powers that be. 
Now, when thoy find markets dull, wages 
low and money scarce, they lend a willing 
ear to tho Socialist agitator, who thiowa all 
the blame of their Bttfferings and trials on 
aooiety and the Government that upholds 
eooiety. They have become out-and-out 
Badlcals and threaten to vote for tho 
Socialist candidate at tho next election. 
Commenting upon this extraordinary change 
tho London Times suya : 

Germany ia passing, like ourselves, 
throuch ono of tliose periods of tjeneral de- 
pression which tho groat medicine men of 
politics know us little liow to avert or ex- 
,plaiu na do our ductora how to avert or ex- 
plain an epidemic of inlluonzi. Nations 
have Always boon liable to altornationa of 
prosperity and depression, but thoy were 
formerly accustomed to take their misfor- 
tunes more patiently. Our troubles now-a- 
days are ao copiously described and tabu- 
lated and expatiated upon and generally 
rubbed in that wo suffer them all suverul 
times over. There has been no time to form 
a sound judgment upon the actual effects of 
■tho German commercial treaties which have 
been in operation over twelvo niontbit. . , . 
The agriculturalists, howevor, refuse to lis- 
ten to arguments of this kind. They will 
not atop to consider that thoy must very 
speedily benefit by any increase of commer- 
cial prodpority. Thoy look at nothing ex- 
cept the low prices of agricultural produce, 
and will bear of no remedy except instant 
imposition of duties to stop or restrict tho 
supply of foreign grain, already taxed at, 
what wc should think, a high rate. They 
aro, morooror, exceedingly viuleuli uud im- 
poriooB in their demands. 

AU this shows that human nature is pretty 
much tho same ovorywhore. When men 
aulFcr thoy are not always able to find out 
what hurts them. They must, however, 
have a victim. Someone must be punished. 
The iBvil ^aak has oome upon them must have 



a cause, and without taking the trouble to 
inquire very deeply or to reason very close- 
ly they conclude that "Government" is 
to blame, and consequently they proceed 
to make ityfeel the effects of their ven- 
geance. After a while, perhaps, they may 
see how foolish and how blind tho^ were in 
making a scapegoat oi the body which was 
doing its heat to befriend them, and which 
might, if it had been let alone, have found a 
remedy for the evil from which they were 
sufloring. But the discovery is generally 
made too late. The mischief has been done. 
The worst of it is that in too many oases 
tho country is not benefited by tlie experi- 
ence for which ao much was paid. When 
tho same oondition of things comes round 
again tho people act in the same blind, un- 
reasoning way. The government of tho 
day is held responsible for the bard times. 

ITMT OBJBOT? 

Some of those who oppose the construe 
tion of tho parliamentary and depart 
mental buildings speak of them con 
tcinptuously as "piles of stone and 
mortar " erected for no use whatever. This 
may bo an effective way of creating a pre 
judice against the erection of hotter build- 
ings than those of which every intelligent 
British Columbian who has seen anything 
of the world is ashamed, but no sensible 
man will pay the slightest attention to such 
arrant nonaenao. Tlie buildinga in which 
tho public business, legislative and 
departmental, of the Province ia 
dona are just as useful as any 
dwelling house or place of husinesa 
in tho country. The British Columbia 
Board of.Trads haa just erected a handaome 
building for its purpoaes. A great deal of 
money has been tpont on it. This fin9 
building li not an "absolute necessity," 
for the Board of Trade could have held 
meetings for an indefinite time longer in 
some unfurnished loft in an out of-tbe-woy 
part of the city. But does any intelligent 
or enterprising British Columbian blame our 
business men for building a structure 
worthy of themselves, of the trade of the 
Province and of the City of Victoria? 
There are such things to be considered 
by communities and trade and other organ- 
izations as appropriateness and proportion 
and respootability. Mean imd insigiiilicant 
public buildings are outward and visible 
signs of a sordid, narrow-minded and un- 
cultivated State or Province. Visitors are 
certain to judge the whole people by the 
buildings they erect for public uses. Those 
buildings ought to be handsome as well as 
commodious. 

Our public buildings will he worth to tho 
Province every dollar they cjst. They aro 
built not for the present generation alone, 
but also for future generations. It is, there- 
fore, right and just that our children and 
children's children should pay their fair 
share of the cost. The interest on $000,000 
ia not a great deal to pay for buildinga con- 
structed to last for a century or moro. 
Tho men who erect those buildings are not 
going to take them away with them. They 
are to remain the property of the Pro- 
vince aa long as ono stone remains upon 
another. Why not, then, build them as soon 
as they aro needed, and why not have them 
handsome and substantial ! 



NOT A SETTLEMENT. 

One of the principal objections to tho 
Home Rule Bill, is that it ia not a final 
settlement of the Irish Question. It is con- 
tended that there will bo quite aa much 
room for agitation in Ireland after it ia 
carried as there has been in the past. Mr. 
Chamberlain mado this very clear in his 
excellent and moat ingenious speech, and 
this is one of the principal objeotions that 
tho Times takes to it. That influential 
organ of British public opinion, says the 
following on this phase of the subject : 

The i|ucstion to bo put before the country, 
is what the people of Great Britain are to 
gain by the passing of tho extraordinary 
bill which Mr. Gladstone has thrown down 
on tho table of the Houso of Common's. It 
docs not promise any finality. It offers no 
hope of even temporary relief. We are to 
have the Irish Question present with us us 
of old. Wa are to have the Irish mem bora 
holding the balance between rival parties in 
tho Knuseof Commons. Weare to retain in 
theory, but to renounce in practice the right 
of exercking any control over the dealings 
of the Irish Legislature with the rights of 
Irishmen. We are to, allow this novel body, 
for which do parallel is to bo found in any 
colonial or federal constitution, to enjoy a 
domination over the Irish Loyalists in Ulster 
and elsewhere, which will bo uaod aa Mr. 
Uavitt and hia Iriah-American frionda havo 
told us it will bo uaed. Wo aro to purchase 
tlieso advantugps l)y an onorinoua pecuniary 
auoriflco, coupled with a permanent crip 
pling of our whole tiacal ayatem. 

This is looking at the measure from an 
English standpoint. Will it be at all moro 
satisfactory when looked at from the point of 
view of the ardent Irish Nationalists ? Mr 
Clladatone'a Bill does not give Ireland one 
single ono of tho ])ec>diar attributes of 
nation. If that measure becomes law it 
aannotinoi;otiate its own treaties with foreign 
powers. Its Parliament will have no con- 
trol over the trade of the country. Ireland 
muat accept the trade policy, whatever it 
may ho, of tho Imperial Government. The 
cow Legislature will have no moro to do 
with tho British army or with questions of 
peace and war than has the Legislative As- 
sembly of British Columbia. If the Imperial 



Parliament wills it, Ireland will have to go 
to war with its warmest national friend 
and to enter into an alliance, oiTensivo and 
defenaive,;with tho country with which it 
bos the least sympathy. In short, Ireland, 
under the Home Rule Bill now before the 
House of Commons, will be no more a 
" nation " in the proper sense of the word 
than Canada or Australia — in fact, not so 
much. Many of tho provisions of that 
measure seemed formed expressly to crush 
whatever hopo any Irishman may cherish of 
seeing bis country take a place in tho 
family of nations. 

When we remember how much uaod to bo 
said not long ago in tho spcoohes of the 
Home Rulers about Ireland's becoming a 
nation, and about her having an *' indepen- 
dent " parliament of her own, we find it 
hard to believe that they will quietly take 
the subordinate place to which they aro 
relegated by Mr. Gladstone's Bill. Thoy 
will ho auro to chafe under tho restrictions 
of Gladstonian Home Rule, and it will not 
be long— that is, if the-present Bill becomes 
law — before the agitation for the repeal of 
the Union will be bitter and as general 
as ever it was. 

Wo are not surprised to hear that Irish 
Americans ore disappointed with Mr. Glad- 
stone's Bill, It is not what thoy expected 
and not what they hoped for weon they sub- 
scribed to tho fund to advance the Nation- 
alist movement. This, it may be said, 
ought to please the British Unionists. So 
it would if thoy believed that Mr. Glad- 
stone's settlement of tho Irish dilliculty 
would settle anything. But this, thoy aro 
satisfied, It will not do, as it does not real- 
ize the hopes or meet the expectations of 
the men who have been agitating for Homo 
Rule for the last half a century. If the 
leading Home Rulers have not greatly 
changed, and if their followers have not 
renounced their aapirp.tioua they must look 
upon the Bill now before Parliament only as 
a trifling instalment of what they hope to 
gain by renewed and persistent agitation. 

AN OTTAWA REGULATION. 

We venture to predict that 'the attempt 
of tho Hon. Mackenzie Bowell to manago 
tho salmon fishery of tho Fraser River from 
Ottawa will not be a very brilliant success. 
Tho men who havo been fishing and canning 
on that river for years ought to know almost 
as well as cmy Ottawa official how to con- 
duct their business. If canners could have 
mado a profitable use of the offal, it is fair 
to presume that they would long ero now 
have done so. The attempt was mado by 
theae shrewd busineaa men, but it failed. It 
has not been proved that allowing the oOal 
to be consumed in the river by the scaven- 
ger fish or carried out to sea by the current 
is destructive to salmon life or injurious to 
the health of those who live on 
the banks of the river. The weight of evi- 
denca ia all on tho other aide. But Ottawa 
otiici'ls, who know almost aa much about 
salmon packing as they do about elephant 
hunting, must be allowed to lay down the 
law to tho Fraser River fishermen. The 
ofTieials may perhaps find that the enforce- 
ment cf their oH'al regulation will bo fol- 
lowed by consequences very different from 
thoBO thoy expect. Tho canning buaincas ia 
by no means a bonanza to those who are en 
gaged in it, and if the Government regulates 
it in such a way as to make il unprofitable 
they will injure the Province and the 
thousanda of poor people to whom the fish 
ing Hen.'jon ia a harvcat, without doing any 
thing towards preaerving the salmon. It is 
surprising that the Government will persist 
in regulating an industry so important as 
the salmon fishing of Britikh Columbia by a 
number of civil servants thousands of miles 
from where the salmon aro caught. Why 
ia not the supervision of that fishery placed 
in the hands of a local commission ?

The usual weekly meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen was held last night, His Wot 
ship the Mayor presiding. There was a full 
attendance of members, with the exception 
of Aid. Bragg. 

The Finance committee recommended the 
payment of S2,7.')7, which was approved of 
Tho Street committee reported in favor o 
repairing Rockland avonuo, and that they 
had invited Mr. A. l)e Cosmos to meet 
them on Tuesday next, re his claim. Also 
adopted. 

Ald. MaEiuJOAN introduced a by-law 
to raise @65,000 for street lighting, city 
hall, public market and fire department. 

Ald. Bakeb asked that the by-law pro- 
posed by him, to raise a sum of money to 
provide for the ooostruotion and improve- 
ment of certain surface drains in the oity, 
be read a second time. 

Ald. Beltea thought the by-law imprac- 
ticable and inconsistent, and asked that the 
opinion of the City Barristers be taken up- 
on it. It would interfere with the Local 
Aeaessment by-law and tho Local Improve- 
ment by-law, and he boliovcd that if passed 
tho by-law would bo inoperative. The mo- 
ment they sought to float tho bonds the 
Council would be mot with tho fact that 
they were exceeding their powers. 

Ai-U. B.^kek did not think it would help 
matters to hold tho bylaw over. If neces- 
sary ho would amend the by-law before its 
final passage. 

Ai.i>. Bklyka pointed out that some of 
tho work contemplated by this by law was 
covered by the Local Improvement by-law. 

Ai,I). Stvi.ks concurred. If they had 
power to borrow money for surfuco drains 
they would certainiy have power to raiao 
money to complete tho sewerage system. 

TilK M.WOH expretsed the opinion that 
the by-law proposed would conflict with tho 
Local Improvement by-law. 
■ After further discussion tho by-law was 
read o second time. It proposes to deal 
with draius on King's roai. Work estate. 
View street and branches, Spring Ridgo 
and Fernwood road. Cook street and 
branches, Michigan and Superior streets, 
Oswego street, Menzics street, North and 
South Pandora streets, Victoria West, and 
other necessary drains not specified above. 

Al.D. Belyea asked what was to be tho 
cost of tho drains specified. 

Ald. Baker did not thick it advisable to 
specify. It would be giving away tho fig- 
ures to contractors. 

Ald. Bklvk.\— I am no contractor, and 
don't want to give it away. What I want 
to know is how much is to be spent on 
"other necessary, drains - not specified 
above," and where these drains are. 

Ald. Baker explained that tho City En- 
gineer went into the matter and estimated 
tho total cost at $125,000. 

There was a long discussion on the by- 
law, some of the aldermen contending that 
the names of tho streets on which it was 
proposed to construct or improve draius 
should not bo mentioned. 

Ald. Bakkk said that if this were dono 
ho would withdraw his by-law altogether. 

The by-law finally passed with certain 
amendments, but tho namoa of tho streets 
were retained. 

The fuUowing report was handed in from 
tho Sowerugo committee :

How the Men Who Are Occasionally 
Workingmen Are Managing^ 
_ to Live. 



Victoria as Good as Any— Tales Told 
by Those Who Make 
Them. 



The result, or rathor lack of result, of 
the mooting of tbo " unemployed," held in 
tho Council Chamber last Monday evening, 
has been to call out a considerable amount 
of comment from those who have the gen- 
eral prosperity of the city of Victoria at 
heart. 

"How many really unemployed working- 
men have we in tho city ; how do they ex- 
ist, and what is thoir future '.' " 

Those are questions naturally asked first 
of all by anyone who desires to go deep 
enough into the matter to hope for any 
practical results. It was for the purpose of 
furnishing this information in some more 
systematic manner than has before been 
attempted that a representative of tho 
Colonist was recently detailed to make a 
more ur leas thorough investigation into the 
matter. 

Tho results of this have boon so many 
sided that it would be almost impossible to 
treat tho entire subject with any degree of 
fairness from any one point of view. 

" The man who (juits tho table after a 
aood moal, and who carries with him as an 
encouragement to digestion a definite 
knowledge of where the next one is comine; 
from, views the world from an entirely dif 
fereut standpoint to that occupied by tho 
same individual a week or a month hence, 
when he sits down to wonder how long he 
can keep up his fruitless search for work 
with a very demonstrative vacuum under 
his vest." 

Suoh is a summary of the reply made by 
one of the workingmen to questions as to 
why the unemployed otten resorted to what 
would appear foolish measures in their en- 
deavors to secure relief. And in that an- 
swer lies an idea which should not be lost 
sight of in dealing with questions of this 
kind. 

As a result of careful inquiry it is safe to 
say that the number of men in Victoria who 
may be classed as unemployed in the strict 
sense of tho word, arc really few. Tho 
men who aro willing to work at whatever 
may turn up and ure still unable to find 
employment for any considerable length of 
time will not number over one hundred. 
There is, however, a much larger class of 
those who by securing odd jobs from time 
to time nuinago to "live soniohow." Of 
this class there aro probablj some five Imn- 
dred now in Victoria. Mtr,v do thoy live '.' 
Let them answer for themselves. 

"I have been living during tho winter," 
said one who was building a fire in bis 
cabin stovu with an eye to dinner, "by all 
kinds of odd jobs, but mostly by watching 
the incoming steamers for a chance to han- 
dle freight. The steamers pay 40o. per 
hour for day work and 50c. "per hour for 
night jobs. Well, they are generally good 
for from 75c. to §1.50 per week, sometimes 
much more. If the worst comes to the 
worst wo manage to live on that." 

"Would you mind telling me what bill of 
fare you can put up on that amount t" quer- 
ied the reporter. 

"Well, let me see," was the answer, "I 
would put it this way:

"Of course you know" continued the man, 

"this is rather short commons but it keeps 

one alive." 
" But do many have to live on as little as 

that ? " 

" Well that depends, generally they have 
more, sometimes less, the average of course 
is rather higher." 

"What other expenses havo you," was 
tho next question. 

" \Vell a cabin will cost from .$2 50 to 
J.'i 50 per month. The regular price ranges 
Ironi §3 to S3 50. Lights, fuel, etc., will 
run up to from 5()c. to 75c. por week, no 
matter how careful one is. Ou 52 per week 
one inanagea very well, pruviiled one is aat- 
isfied to oxial ami don't care very nmcli for 
the roat of it." 

In another cabin several men were gath- 
ercil; as ndght bo ox peeled tho labor (jues- 
tion was tho principal subject being dis- 
cussed. 

"Tliat meeting the other nighl," said one, 
" made mo very tired. I don't care just 
now why I camo hero, how I oame, or who 
is doing the work I expected to get. Tho 
Chinese (juestion does not trouble me just 
now. Give me some work, and I will think 
of that later on. Like many other men of 
my class who are not skilled laborers, I 
havedrifted about for years, first in one town 
and then in another. A short time in a place 
is generally sufficient to tire me of it and 
the news of good times or plenty of work at 
some other point will put me on tbo road 
at almost any time. I came to Victoria 
when times were bettor, and I stay hero bo- 
cause I can't hear of another place where I 
think I could do any more. I have friends 
all over tlio Coast and from what thoy toll 
mo I can't see tho use of jumping from tho 
frying pau into tho fire by moving just now. 

" 1 want work of course. I must live, 
now I am in tho world, but I don't blan.o 
anyone in 7)articular because I don't get os 
steady work as I should liko. Start public 
work in Victoria io-morrow and tho dozens 
of unemployed now iu tho city would grow 
into hundreds and tho hundreds into thou- 
sands. Ihe word would pass down the 



Sound, and in thoy would flock until fur 
ther orders." 

"That's it," said another, " Its tho float- 
ing men, who drift anywhere, v, ho gather 
in a place and make times hard. But how 
can you draw a lino 1 Wo nmat all live, 
and if some of the ' jawsniiths ' who like to 
air thoir opinions at public meetings, would 
only give us picks instead of palaver, things 
would bo better." ■ 

" But see bore," chimed in a third, "I 
am hungry, let's get something to eat." 

To this the remainder assented and be- 
fore the reporter left tho rough table was 
spread with^an amplesupply of bread,buttor, 
boiled potatoes,. some tinned meat, cups of 
tea, and a pot of jam. Not so bad. 

The next stopping« place was a small 
grocery stoie in the corner of a row of 
cabins. i . . . ' 

"Well, how are times with the boys?" 
was the first question. 

" Pretty hard just now," was the answer. 
" But looking up a little. You see the seni- 
ors took 500 or UOO men out of town, who 
mado their living by short jobs, and that 
has given ' those who remain a better 
chance. This ia specially true of those 
who depend on handling steamer cargoes for 
a dollar now and then. In my place I meet 
all kinds of men, workingmen, real and so- 
called. They are coming and going all the 
time. Tho trouble is that most of them 
seem to have no thought for the 
future. Last summer, when times 
were good the waste among some of them 
was shameful, but thero is not much to 
waste now I can tell you. Of course some 
kind of public work would temporarily re- 
lievo tho preaauro. but in a short time things 
would be just as bad. Times aro too poor 
elsewhere to hopu for any local move to have 
any lasting effect." 

"How aro the men living now? Well, 
some of them pretty hard. More men are 
living in cabins on |l.50 to ?2 and oven less 
per week than most people have any idea 
of. Bread, potatoes, tea, and occasionally 
a little boiling moat is the bill of faro for tho 
most of theuL Tho quantity of these de- 
pends on the man's luck in picking up an 
occasional dollar." 

'Bad? Yes, it is bad, of course, Dut 
where are things any better ? My belief is 
that Victoria gives us much work to un- 
skillitl labor as any town of its sizo on tho 
coast Times are bad everywhere just now. 
The men of this place need work, and they 
need it bad, but I have known a number 
who have gone away to try their luck in 
other places to come back. If a man really 
means business it is '"unusual to have to go 
very long hero without getting a_ chance to 
make a little something. Getting steady 
work is, of course, a different thing." 

In short, the facts appear to be that the 
unemployed are living, it is hard to say 
how, but their number is fortunately few. 
Tho partially employed are managing to 
exist by close economy, and there are many 
who are better friends to their saloon keeper 
than to their grocer. Outside of a few men 
who must talk or die, and who are never 
satisfied under any circumstances, moat of 
tho men seem to bo bearing the hard times 
as cheerfully as could be expected. Thero is 
no pronounced or general tendency ti run 
down the country or find any specific fault, 
but thoy want work, and they want it 
badly. It remains to be seen whot can be 
done for them.

PKOVIHCIAL LEGISLATUBB. 

Thiid Session of the Sixth Parllameut. 

THIRTIETH DAY. 

Tuesday, March 14, 1893, 
EVENING SESSION, 
Continning tho debate on the Budget, 
Mr. Hunter said that from the remarka 
that hud been made by tho hoo. memhers of 
the House in course of the dlscusaion on the 
Budget apecch, it was pretty evident that 
hon. members of tho House realized that in 
the present Minister of Finance they hud a 
gentleman who was so well qualified to 
look siter the financial interests of the 
conntrj' that there need be- no anxiety felt 
«.boD>i them, (Hear, hear.) After all that 
had benn said he did nob propose to take up 
the time of the House at any great lencth, 
but wanted to refer to some of the exhibt 
tions that had been made by some of tho 
hon.' miinberB of the Opposition.* The first 
one to whom he had somethiog to say was 
the one who had followed the , hon. 
Finance Minister. He referred to the hon. 
third member for Yale (Mr. Semlin), who 
had made an exhibition of himsolf as a 
financier that wub no credit to Iiiiusclf or to 
tho party he was supposed to belong to 
That hon. member had tried to saddle on 
the Government tho responsibility for the 
financial depression that was existing 
not only in this Province, but all 
over the world. Such lui absurd charge 
wus no surpriae. It, waa, in fact, an old 
chestnut that hud been heard for ten years 
and more on every backwoods hustings in 
the Dominion when there was an election 
on. It wiiB tho old old story, and was but a 
fair sample of tho kind of arguments thut 
had been used against tho Goverumont. It 
wus easy enough for any hon. member to 
get up iind make a statement without 
bringing forward any evidence to provo that 
tho statement was true ; that wus not argu- 
ment at all, at least not tho kind of argu- 
ment thut intelligent men were accustomed 
to use. Why, there hud been one hon, 
member, the loader of the IndependeiUa, as 
he (Mr. Hunter) had for tho first tiino heard 
him called, the senior member for Van- 
couver, who hud gone so fur as to say that 
he would not discuss the I'.udget and tho 
Estimates at all. What an extraordinary 
statement that was to make ! And having 
made it that hon. member had insisted on 
disonsaing something that was not in the 
Estimates at all, and was not referred to in 
the liudgct speech— the nevr parliament 
buildings. The speech had then been wound 
up by the House being treated to a 
genuine love feast, of which all the hon. 
members of the Bouse had partaken freely, 
lA'ell, all he (Mr. Hunter) could say was 
that he hoped the senior member for Yan- 
eonver City was honest in what he se.id 
about not wanting to have the Capital re- 
moved from Victoria, and he hoped that in 
. coarse of the next five years, the period 
that hon. gentleman had named, he would 
not have had any cause to change his good 
feeling and opmion, (Hear, iiear, ) In 
course of hia remarks that hon. member 
(Mr. Cotton) had seen fit to deal with tho 
Reform bill of 18;!2, that triumph of Lord 
John Russell, which, drastic measure as it 
was, had struck at the very root of repre- 
sentation in the Uld Country and had made 
sweeping changes, so sweeping in fact that 
it had altered the whole system, practically. 
But there was one thing about that Reform 
bill which the hon. member for Vancouver 
City had omitted to state to the House, and 
which he (Mr. Hunter) hoped ho would re- 
member when the Redistribution bill came 
before this Legislature, and that 
was that the Reform bill of 
1832 had not been followed by a 
dissolution of the House, This was a fact 
■which later on tho hon, member might see 
fit to forget, and ho just wished to remind 
bim of it in time. Continuing, Mr. Hunter 
oould not but express his amusement at the 
virtuous indignation of the hon. leader of 
the Opposition over the aapposed affront to 
the third member for Yale (Mr. Semlin) by 
the Chief Gommisaioner of Lands and 
Works, and he assured the House that ho, 
for one, did not think It was any disparage- 
ment to the hon. member (Mr. Semlin) to 
have been told by the Chief Commiesioner 
that ho was a man of intellectual calibre 
inferior to that of the leader of tho Oppo- 
sition. (Laughter.) What a mean and 
contemptible act it was for the leader of the 
Opposition, in face of tho established rule of 
tho House almost that tho leader of the 
Opposition should follow tho hon. Minister 
of Finance on the Budget, that ho should 
under these circumstances have put up the 
poor Bupportcra to draw the Government 
out BO that ho (Mr, Beaven) might have a 
good ground for attack and no heavy weight 
to reply to him. Who was the chief finan- 
cial critic of the Opposition if it was not 
the leader? And then when ho waa criti- 
cised for his action in this respect and tho 
fact was referred to that at the lust general 
election the hon. third member for Vale 
(Mr. Semlin) had been at the foot of the 
polls he (Mr. Beaven) had to offer as an ex- 
cuse for this that the C.P.R. influence had 
been used against hia hon. friend. Did 
ever any one know of a defeated candidate, 
or one who was at the foot of the polls, 
who did not have some perfectly good ex- 
ouse for it? Did ever any one know a 
defeated man that had not a plausible ex- 
planation of bow it happened? In the 
course of his remarks the hon. leader of the 
Opposition wanted to know what the 
country had to show for the money that had 
been expended. He (Mr. Hnater) would 
show him something that there was to show 
for it. Ho held in his hand a copy of the 
returns of the imports aud exports of 
Province since 1S72, From ISHS to the 

1891 tho exports of the Proviuco had ad 
vanced ,')") per cent. And looking back i 
littlo, what wus found? From 1S7- li 

1892 tho export.s of tho Province of On 
tario hud increased lo per cent., tiioae 
of Quebec 31 per cent,, of Now Bruua 
wick 4,'! per cent, and of Ikitiali Columbia 
22-1 per cent. This was tho answer ho had 
to give to tho hon, leader of the Opposition, 
Then from 1888 to 1892 tho exports of the 
Pro\inoo of Ontario had decreased 5h per 
cent., those of Quebec had increased 10 per 
cent,, Nova Scotia per cent.. New 
Brunswick .T:] per cent., Manitoba 2'i per 
cent,, and British Columbia, the bunner 
Province of tho Dominion, " this glorious 
Province," had advanced her exports no 
less than 55 per cent. What aro wo get- 
ting for our expenditure, indeed ? he asked. 
This was an answer as complete and con- 
vinoing as anyone could wish. The hon, 
loader of the Opposition had also gone ovor 
the old ground in charging the members of 
the Government with having made invest- 

I ments in varioUB^enterpriees that would bo 
of benefit to the' country. All he had to 
ask in reply to this was : Did any man 
ever hear of the hon. leader of the Opposi- 
tion making an investment in anything that 
would do the country good, or would give 
employment to the many worklngmcu who 
wanted it? Some hon. member might 
havo heard of it (laughter), but he (Mr, 
Hunter) never had, Another hon. mem- 
ber, the representative of Victoria 
City (l)r, Milne), hud again seen tit 
to raise tho ijuestion of tho Health 
bill, and in doing ho attempted to reflect g 
tho action of tho Govcriinient in coming to 
the rescue when there was a smallpux epi- 
demic last aumnier. Had not that hon. 
member seen the report of the Royal Com- , 



miaaion that had made auch an exhaustive 
inquiry into tho circumatancea of that out- 
break ? One would think he never had, 
and be would, therefore, poor reader as he 
was (laughter), let him. have a few ex- 
tracts. He proceeded to read from the re- 
port, showing that ^the'aotion of the Gov- 
ernment in interfering was amply justified. 
This was, he said, the report -'of- 'an impar- 
tial tribunal, wholly removed from politics 
and from political influence, and he thought 
that in face of their report, tho hon. mem- 
ber for Viotoria City (Dr. Milne) ahould 
have been .w.ell. .aatiafied. (Laughter and 
applause). Conolnding' he did not wish to 
occupy the lime of the House any longer 
than waa necea8ary,'but he oould not let the 
statement that hiM been made go by, that 
tho public debt of the Province amounted 
to §42 per head. Hon. gentlemen who 
made that statement did not seem to recol- 
lect that against the gross liabilities of the 
Province there were some assets to be con- 
sidered. For instance, there waa a sum of 
about 6000,000 in the Bank of British Col- 
umbia, and was this not an asset? This 
and other items he named reduced the net 
liabilities very much indeed, and when they 
were considered, it would be found that tho 
debt of tho Province per capita was not 
$42 per head, but §17, whioli waa a good 
deal less. (Applause,) 

Mr. Buown held that tho tiovernmonb 
should havo encouraged tho ugricultural 
community more than it had done during 
tho past live years, and because it had not 
done ao it was to some extent to blame for 
tho depression. Ho advocated the ubolitiou 
of tho mortgage tax, which ho said wus a 
triple tax. Ho objected to tho rtlloctiona 
on the remarks of tho hon, senior member 
for Vancouver as to tho Capital and also to 
tho oncer at tho leader of tho Opposition. 
It was out of place for tho member for 
Comox to suy that the conduct of tho leuder 
of the Opposition in notgettiug up to speak 
until lie was ready wus contemptible. Ho 
would like to know who wus running tho 
Opposition, Could not mcnihera speak in 
whatever order they wished ? In answer 
to a question from tho leader of tho Opposi- 
tion aa to what the Province had received 
for the expenditure on public works, tho 
member from Comox quoted a lot of figures 
about exports. What had exports got to do 
with roads and bridges in the agridullural 
dtatriots ? All the progress the Province 
had made was caused by favorable "winds." 

Hon, Col. Baker said that no doubt the 
reason why there had been such an appar- 
ent deaire on the part cf the hon. deader of 
the Opposition to keep in the background 
while the debate waa progressing, was bo- 
cause the poBilioft of the Government was so 
impregnable that thero waa nothing to say 
in criticism of it, aud this being the case ho 
was not aa much surprised us he otherwise 
would be at the hon. members of tho Opposi- 
tion who hud spoken, drawing on their im- 
aginations for thoir facts, but when these 
alleged facts wore examined at all closely, 
it would bo at once seen that they were 
nothing more or less than fiction. What 
kind of arguments were being uaed ogainat 
tho position of tho Government would bo 
seen by looking at ono complaint mado by 
tho third member for Yalo (Mr, Semlin), 
when ho hud blamed tho Government for 
the loss of stock during the past winter, 
owing to the severe weather. Did not the hon 
gentleman know that tho Government, good 
as it was, was not omnipotent ? (Laughter. ) 
Did not tho hon, gentleman moan to say, 
not that the Government was "Provi- 
dence," but that it waa provident? 
(Laughter.) Humorously referring to the 
popgun efforts of tho Opposition, he asked 
why had they not given the Government 
credit for the manifest care that had been 
taken of the country's resources and of tho 
finances with which the Government had to 
deal ? But no ; the hon. members had pre- 
ferred to raise their voices and oiy that 
there waa no aurplua. If there waa a sur- 
piua, theae hon. gentlemen wanted to know 
what it waa. Surely those hon. members 
had not considered when they were guilty 
of auch foolishness as that, for if it were 
true that there was no surplus and no pros- 
perity as they had said, how wus it that in 
the money market of tho world tho Inscribed 
stock of the Province was quoted only fourth 
in tho whole list of Colonial securities ? 
Was not that a proof that men of facts and 
figures who were looking for investment 
knew what they were about? The hon. 
leader of the Opposition had tried to be- 
little the work done by the hon. Minister 
of Finance in placing that loan, and had 
tried to make it appear that it was 
not a good transaction, and in doing 
so referred to what had been paid 
for discount and commission. This, as 
any one must know who looked into tho 
mutter, waa an absurd view to take of it. 
What interested the Province was this : 
What did the actual money received coat, 
what interest was thero to pay upon it ? 
This waa the whole thing in a nutaheil, 
and he waa sure the House and the country 
must be aatisfied it was a good transaction 
for the fact was that the actual money re- 
ceived only oost three and a half per cent., 
and one per cent, more would provide the 
sinking fund to wipe out the debt. One 
boa, gentleman liud said, too, that the 
Government proposed putting a tax of $0 
per head on each niun, woman and child in 
the Province to erect costly and extravagant 
Government buildings here. That state- 
ment wua not true. What the Government 
proposed to do in this matter would be told 
later on, but, in the meantime, he would 
Bay for the satisfaction of the hon. munibera 
that the Government was not fjoing to do 
anything of the kind. As to the Hlateuienl 
made that it would be better to borrow 
5000,000 and expend this amount of 
money on roads, etc., in the vari- 
ous districts, lio had to say that 
this would be very bad policy indeed, for 
what would bo tho roiult? Simply that it 
would pauperize tho country, for if $000,000 
were to bo spent one year it would have to 
bo spent your after year in order to keep 
business up to its excited and abnormal 
state, and the final result would bo to bank- 
rupt tho Government. Tho hon, senior 
member for Viotoria City hud referred to 
the steady drain of money that wua going 
out of this Province to the Dominion, and 
for which there was so little return. This 
he (Col, Baker) regretted aa much aa any- 
one, and aaaured the Houae thut no efibrt 
would bo spared by the Government to 
bring all the influence possible to bear on 
tho Dominion Government to get a more 
equitable return made. Another fact was 
that at present three quarters of the Chinese 
poll tax went to the DoDiinion Government, 
wheresa in reality it ought to be the other 
way, that three-quartets oh it or more 
ahould go to the Province, and ho hoped in 
course of time this atoto of things would bo 
brought about. Continuing, ho showed 
that if tho Government wore desirous of 
showing a largo amount of usaesameut over 
liabilities, all they would have to do would 
bo to capitalize tho Dominion subsidy, 
which would represent capitalized about 20 
millions of doUara, But this was not the 
way the Government wua doing. They pre- 
ferred tho simpler method, which showed at 
a glanco what the real position waa. He 
eeveroly criticised the inaccuracy of iIk! 
hon, leader of tho tudiiole Oppiiaiiiou, all 
head and no tail (laughter), and showed 
that when that hon. gentleman got fervid 
ho got inaccurate; in fact, to atato it aa a 
mathematical proposition, his fervor waa in 
the inverse ratio of liis aoooraoy. (Laugh- 



tor.) The fact waa, that inatead of the 
country going behind, in spite of the hard 
times ail over the world the affairs of the 
■Province were prospering. In five years 
the revenue had increased 150 percent,, 
large and important public worka had been 
carried on, roads, bridgea, etc, had been 
asaiated, and there was still a cash balance 
in the Treaani^ which it waa intended to 
use eobnomioaliy in assisting in the devel- 
opment of the country. Talk about there 
being no land ! Why, the last aurvey made 
of which the report waa publiahed showed 
that in one district alone, where Mr. Pou- 
drier had been, there waa no Icaa than throe 
million acres of good agricultural land, 
every acre of which was open to pre-emp- 
tion. (Hear, hear.) Conolndbg,' hie re- 
gretted that the shuttint; off of the debate 
on the parliament buildings had been the 
cauae of ao much worry ^o the Opposition. 
It waa their particular bete noir, againat 
which they wore going to direct the whole 
of their energies, and when this had been 
taken away from them, it waa like taking 
the centre out of a house and the two sidea 
then fell in, (Laughter.) 
The House adjourned at 12:25 a m.

VANCOnVJJR ACT AMEND.MKNT DILL. 

On the motion to adopt the report of com- 
mittee of the whole on tho Vancouver Act 
Amendment bill, 

Mk. Cotton moved to amend Section 9 
by adding as a schedule the by-law it was 
proposed to validate. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that tho House waa 
adopting a wrong course in legalizing thia 
by-law without the rules having been com- 
plied with. The rule was that no private 
bill could bo introduced without certain pro- 
cedure, in the way of advertising, giving 
notice, etc. , and this had not been done in 
the case of the proposed amendment. Tho 
promoters of thia bill had placed themaolvea 
in a wrong position. He knew that ho waa 
in a minority in the Houae in thia matter, 
but that fact would not prevent his atand- 
iug up in his place on this or on any other 
occasion, and protesting against anything 
which he considered an unjust infringement 
of private rights, (Hear, hear. ) If a pri- 
vate bill had been brought before tho House 
asking for ex poxl facto legislation in thia 
matter, and if all the rules had been com- 
plied with in tho regular way, ho might 
havo deemed it right to support such legia- 
lalion. But the present procedure was im- 
proper and irregular. It infringed upon 
the private rights of other people 
and whether they were in tho minority 
or not, why should they not have a fair and 
constitutional opportunity of being heard ? 
If this atute of things wero to be allowed, 
what waa the uae of having rules and orders 
of the Houae ? The might just as well be 
torn up us so much waste paper. Ho must 
protest against whut ho deemed a violation 
of the rules of tho Houae. Lot hon. mem- 
bers usk themselves whether it waa just or 
right or constitutional to allow the rights of 
the minority to bo legislated away without 
that minority having an opportunity of 
being heard and of stating their aide of the 
case ? He did not care whether that min- 
ority waa the C. P. R. or any other' railway, 
or Smith, Jones, Robinson or anyone else, 
rich or poor, high or low, any party inter- 
ested had a right in all common sense and 
common juatioe to be heard, and adherence 
to the rules for which he was contending 
simply upheld the just principle that no 
one was to be condemned unheard. 

Mk, Eberth claimed that all due notices 
hud been given, and all ])artiea concerned 
had been preaenl. and had been heard. All 
that was now (jropoaed to be done wus to 
atrengthen the clauao which, in hia humble 
opinion, was ulreudy strong enough, 

Hon. Mk. Davik drew attention to the 
fact that this clau.ao nine was a whole pri- 
vate bill in itself, and waa aimply brought 
in under guise of an amendment to the 
city charier. Notwithstanding what hud 
been said, no ono had been heard on thia 
amendment, which had only now been in- 
troduced on two days' notice. 

Mk. Cotto.v agreed that tho hon, Attor- 
ney-(ieneral, holding tho opinions ho had 
expreaaed, could do nothing more consistent 
with his duty than oppose tho clause at 
every stage. Ho claimed that the principle 
had been adopted at the second reading .ot 
tho bill, and the amendment now was only 
to perfect the clause. ' 

Tho section, on division, carried as 
amended. 

On tho motion to adopt the report, 

Hon. Mr. Davik said that, feeling as he 
did upon *he subject, that the House was 
being led iuto doing something which it 
would afterwards regret, be proposed to 
oppose the adoption of the report or further 
passage of the bill. 

Tho report was adopted.

VICTORIA oixy pmCLAL MAPS. 

I t The House' went into committee of the 
whole oh the Victoria City OlBcial Maps 
bill ; Mr. Anderaon in the chair. 

Hon. Mr Poolev, before the hill left 
committeo, inquired of the hon. leader of 
tho Oppoaitiou if ita pasaage jvould not en- 
able the proposal to .close .CraigQower road 
to be carried into effect.' As he understood 
the matter, the Council a Bltort tinio ago at- 
tempted to oloae the road, in - ctueatioiT, but 
found their powera inauffioient ; would ' not 
thia bill becoming law overcome the diffi- 
culty and enable the Council to close the 
road, though auch a proceeding would be 
very objectionable to n large number of 
citizens ? The subject of closing Craig- 
flower road wus one which particularly in- 
terested hia constituents, aud ho himsolf 
had not yet been informed aa to where it 
was proposed to close the old and well- 
known thoroughfare. Perhaps the hon. 
leader of the Opposition would inform tho 
House. Ad thero was strong opposition to 
tho closing of Cruigllower road, ho wanted 
definite and complete information before 
allowinc; the bill to go through. 

Hon. Mu. Bkavk.v in reply denied that 
the bill before tho committee hud unything 
to do whatever with the subject of closing 
Craigllower road — its passa^o would in no 
way increase tho power at present pos- 
aesaed by the Council in thia respect. 

Hon, Mk. Davik explained that he had 
not yet had an opportunity of reading 
throuyh the bill under discussion, but hav- 
ing been informed that a pchemo, such as 
tho hon. President of iho Council had re- 
ferred to, was on foot for the closing of a 
thoroughfare which both public and private 
rights di/munded should bo maintained — 
having received such information, ho was 
inclined to look upon the bill with aua- 
picion. While on the aubjest of the cloaicg 
of CraigQower road, he was forced to con- 
fess that the proposition appeared 
to bo a moat unreasonable one. 
Fur the benefit of the owneta of 
a few lots— w orth only ft few hundred dol- 
lars altogolber— in old, well-used and 
direct thoroughfare was to be oloaed 
and a circuitous road opened, some 
quarter of a mile or mora out of the way, 
which could not but' provo highly incon- 
venient to the residents of the district. Ho 
would suggest to tho hon. leader of tho Op- 
position and Mayor of Victoria not to 
ignore vested righia in tho passing of by- 
laws for the benefit of a few individuals at 
iho cost of tliu general public. He was 
glad, however, to hoar from the hon. leader 
of the Opposition that this bill hud nothing 
to do with Craij;llower road. 

Hon. Mk. Bkavk.s insisted that it was 
only propoaed to exchangi. tha ono street for 
another a short distance away and more 
conveniently located. The plan was in his 
opinion a very reasonable and proper one; if 
any deep laid scheme was on foot ho waa 
not cogniziut of it. At any rate this bill 
had nothing to do with tho matter. 

Tho committeo rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again.

Mk. Booth moved that the report of tho 
select committeo on Curpoo^cr Creek claims 
be referred back to tha committeo for 
further consideration and report. Carried.

Hon. Mr. Davik rose to a question ot 
privilege. He held in hia hand a copy of 
tho CoLOHIST containing a report of Hon. 
Mr, Bcaven's speech of the day previous on 
tho Budget, wherein that gentleman had 
said : 

" When the Public Health bill waa up 
for discuasion the hon. Premier had aaid 
that the GovcrDinent intended to appoint as 
Health Officer an autocrat who would make 
tho people of tho Province jump around 

Ho.v. Mr. Davik continued that he 
did not remembur having heard the hon, 
gentleman uae those words or ho would cer- 
tainly have corrected him at tho time. 
Certainly he (Mr. Davie) had never used 
the langungo credited to him by tho 
leader of the Opposition, cor hud ho said 
anything which could be distorted into 
auch a vulgarism. He recalled what had 
occurred when tho Health bill had been 
discussed. Tho hon. member for New 
Westminster City (Mr. Brown) had said 
that the Municipal Council of his city 
would not "jump" about at the orders 
of the Health Ollieer, and he (Mr. Davie) 
hud then replied that it was one of tho ob- 
jects of the bill to make Municipal Coun- 
cils "jump "when they were not doing 
their duty aa they should. 

Hon, Mr Beavrn aaid he had taken the 
expreaaion " stiff legged " from Mr. Brow n, 
and did not know what it meant, (Laugh- 
ter,) 

Hon, Mr. Davie said he would appeal to 
Mr. iirown if \\iiX gentleman bad uaed the 
words. 

Mr, Brown denied that he had uaed 
them. 

IldN. Mi:. 11i avi;.n persisted that ho had 
taken the cxpre.'iaiDii Irotn Mr, Brown, who 
now, no doubt, forgot having uaed it. 
(Luigbter.) 

Ho.N". Mil. D.wii; rejoined that if he had 
exprcH.Hcd himsolf in any Kuch w.iy us 
cluinicd by the leader of the Op[ioailii)ii, tho 
Oppoaitiou pajjra would have immediately 
reported it.

With reapect to the report of tho eeleot 
cominittee appointed to inquire into tho 
cluiina ot certain upplicauta to purchase 
lunda near the mnuth of Carpenter Creek, I 
think that the committee have exceeded 
their powers in reporting " that Angus Mc-

question." Tho cominittee might have ro- 
comnionded that tho claim cf Angua Mc- 
Gillivary be taken into tho favorable con- 
sideration of the Government. Such a re- 
port would have been in harmony with the 
reports of committeea in similar cases dur- 
ing the past few years.

The Growth of Kaslo during 
Past Year has been one of 
Continued Advancement.

WILL NOT WAGE WAR. 



The O-Avee-Eano Indians Aro Seemed 
Incapable of Maintaiuiug: a 
Tribal Fight 



Corroboration of the "Colonist's'' 
Report of the Sorrow Island 
Uassacre. 



On Tuesday morning last the Colonist 
published a number of reports received by 
the Danube iu reference to the rumored 
trouble among tho Northern Indiana, tho 
last and most authoritative pieco of informa- 
tion being contained in a letter to Superin- 
tendent Hnssey from Mr. H. J, Kirkland, 
manager of tlio British Columbia CanDtng 
Co.'s establishment at River's Inlet. Mr. 
Kirkland expressed himself aa confident 
that trib&l war was a long way off, and for 
particulars of the trouble referred tho Su- 
perintendent to a detailed report furniahed 
to the Westminster Columbian by Mr. G. 
S. MoTaviah, tho company's booltkeeper, 
' who spent the winter at tho Inlet. This re- 
port reached Westminster yesterday and is 
appended in full : 

*' Tho 0-wee-kano Indians returned from 
a Bella Coola potlach in Decern bor and, na 
usual after such gatherings, had eoreral 
items of news to impart to thoao vlio had 
remained hero. Tho principal item had re- 
ference to the loss of a canoe and seventeen 
Indiana laat summer. Single parties, com- 
ing and going between tho different tribal 
villagea, kept these atoriea alive, till at last 
the relatives of tho miaaing Indians deter- 
mined on satisfying thcmsolvea as to the 
truth or otherwise of their being murdered, 

"The story, as repeated to us here, 
amonnted to much the same as told in tho 
GoLOKiST of February 2-1— that these seren- 
teen Indians had been murdered and tbeir 
bones hidden under logs oa Sorrow Island. 

" To attempt to trace a story like this 
among the Indians to the fountain head is 
hardly possible, and is the old story of tbo 
'Three Black Crows' over again. 'Tilli- 
oums waw-waw' (people say so) is all that 
can be obtained, and consequently is unten- 
able. 

" Several meetings were held, and it was 
finally decided that three canoes 
should proceed to tho place mentioned ai 
the aceno of slaughter. This decision was 
made known to us, and no persuasion could 
induce them to forego tho enterprise. Per- 
sonally, I do not believB the 0-wee-kano 
Indiana left with any real intention of mak- 
ing trouble on Ihia occasion, but merely to 
verify, if poaaible, some of tlio oonllioting 
reports repeated along tho coast, 

" Although thero may be three or four of 
tho older generation who would like to pay 
off old Bcorea with other tribes, yet tho 
younger generation of 0-wee-kano Indians 
are too few, and therefore timorous, to 
engage in an enterprise of retaliation by 
warfare at the present day. 

"Constable C. M. Nicholson notified 
them aa to what course they should pursue 
in tho event of their finding tho bodies, 
namely, to report to the noareat Indian 
Agent, Mr. Pidcock, at Alert Bay. 

" The Indians were away for two weeks 
and returned on the Istinat., haviug found, 
aooording to their statement, portions of 
the canoe in which, last summer, their 
ftieada had started out on the !ll>8tarred 
otter hunting expedition. Fear causes ex- 
aggeration, and the tribes are afraid of one 
another. The stones are made up to suit 
the feelings of the parties with whom they 
think it well to be on godd terms, and when 
a disastrous event like this happens the 
whole coast becomes intercated and excited 
over it. 

" Government Agent Todd arrived hero 
on the 2nd inat. to in(|uire into tho matter. 
I waa present durinf,' tho inveatifjation, and 
my opinion is that Iheru ia no fe»r of the 
0-wee-kano Indianasturtin); outon the war- 
path. At the present time of writing they 
aro all away in detached parties logging 
and hunting."

Since 
Qoddard's defeat, however, he comes forth 
with tho ridiculous proposition that I guar- 
antee him §5,000 training expenses la 6ru6r 
that ho may be in condition to tako Mit- 
chell's place next December in case Mit- 
chell should flunk. If Jackeon wiahoa to 
fight mo seven months after I meet Mitchell, 
tho original proposition ia atill before him, 
and if Mitchell ahould flunk in any way 
between now and next December, I am per- 
fectly willing that Jackson ahould take his 
place, but he will havo to pay his own 
training expenses if he wants to fight me 
for the title I hold."
